Pure Milk Ass'n. Adopts 

New 90 Per Cent of 

Base Plan 



The Pure Milk Aasoclatlon has 
a<dopted a new 90 per cent of base 
paythent plan for Ita memberahlp. It 
was officially revoalod Tuesday by 
Association officials In announcing a 
drop In the Class 1 price paid pro- 
duccTB for 3,5 milk from J2.20 to $1.75 
effective September 1. 

This action was taken In accord- 
ance with the recommendation of tho 
Advisory Committee of the Aasocla^ 
tlon at a record meeting held In Chi- 
cago on August 30, when the IJodrd 
of Directors waa advised to adopt the 
plan and negotiate for price. The 
now scale:. . 

(a) Payment to the milk producor 
of $1.75 per hundred pounds for all 
8.5 Class 1 milk sold by distributors 
buying milk froon the Aasoclatlon. 

(bf) Payment of -the condiensery 
price to the producer for all milk de- 
livered over Class 1 up to 90 per cent 
of cstabllshod base. 

(c) Payment' to the producor the 
butterfat price plua .four cents for all 
milk delivered* over 90 per cent ot 
ofltabllBhod base. 

Members who prefer to deliver Just 
Class 1 needs to market may atlll do 
bo; while producera that are not able 
to curtail their- production are aasured 
of a better price, for their surplns milk 
sold above the Class 1 Trice and up to 
90 per cent of their eatabllBhed bases. 

With tho drop In the Claaa 1 prlfc© 
paid to producers, cooperating distrib- 
utors have announced a drop In tho 
retail price of milk of one cent, arid 
tho establiahment of a store dlffer- 
tial of cents a quart as compared 
with a wagon delivery of 10 cents a 
quart Class 1 soles are expected to 
Increaee with the drop in price be- 
ing immediately effective, and with 
the schools opening and customers re- 
turning froin vacation's."^

County Offers Best Service 
Tho clerk llkowlfio revealed that 
"we offer service that few cities do. 
Couples doirt have to stand around 
In line hero tho way they do liv Chi- 
cago, they| can avoid publicity if 
they want to and they can got mar- 
ried nt nny'hour of the day or. night. 
Many Chlcagoans who are unable to 
pet married by day come hero for 
night service."

But putting aside tho monopolistic 
position of tho county clerk's "cut" 
in tho marriage mill, tho article des- 
cribes the heavy competition among 
tlie Justices of tlio pence In tho "tying 
up" department. U Introduces tho 
renders to Henry F. W^allcnweln, J. P., 
former prlze-flghter and ox-manager 
of Klngdsh Lovlnsky, the Chicago 
Maxwell st. Ilsh peddler who was 
shellacked recently by Joe Louis. 

Justice Wallenweln, according to 
hla records, has spliced some 16,000 
couples, averaging about 2,C0O mar- 
riages annually. This gives him h 
slight edge over his closes business 
rival, Michael J. Hanoy, and consider- 
able margin over tho third placer, 
tlie appropriately named Justice Dert 
S. Love whose business slogan la "Let 
Lovo^ Unite You." 

Justice Haney started the tough 
competition by dropping Into restau- 
rants at late hours for "cups of cof- 
fee," where cab drivers would ferry 
"prospects" to contact him. If the 
deal was completed, tho cab hustler 
would get a commission on the mar- 
riage feo. Soon Hanoy nearly cor- 
nered the market by Increasing his 
staff of energetic hustlers until Wal- 
lenweln made tho progressive move 
of lighting hlB ofllco all night 
Specials for Couples Todayl 
Justice Wnllenwoln's business took 
another leap after that and attempted 
to luro tho couploB Into his ceremon- 
ies with special offers. For Instance, 
be published an offer to marry any 
couple free during leap year If t^e 
girl would file an aflldavU that shd 
was the one who did tho proposing. 
Another offer was a free wedding to 
any conple who would get mairled 
on the thrlteenth of the month, doclar- 
Ing that "if they will face tlio number 
thirteen hoodoo," ho was willing to 
be a party to It "by marrying theon 
for nothing." 

The main rea'son described in the 
article for Waukegan's unemployed 
noi^bdng too doprosaed by the do- 
preRplon was attributed to tum'ng 
Into "marriage mill hustlers." They 
mt'i trains for proHpects, drove their 
"prospecla" to Jewelers for rlngs^ to 
doctors for health certillcates. to the 
tlorists for liowers, to the marriage 
Hceiuie bureau, to tho Justlcf, and so 
forth. The hustler got his commis- 
sion at each stopping place.

(bp Payment of -the condiensery 
price to the producer for all milk de- 
livered over' Gloss 1 up to 00 per cent 
of established .base. 

(c) Payment' to the producer tho 
butterfat price plus .four cents for all 
milk delivered" over 90 per cent of 
established base. 

Members who prefer to deliver just 
Class 1 needs to market may still do 
so; while producerathat are not ablo 
to curtail their- production ore assured 
of a better price, for their surplus mlUc 
sold above the Class 1 price and up to 
90 per cent of their established bases. 
With the drop In tho Class 1 price 
paid to producers, cooperating distrib- 
utors have announced a drop In the 
retail price of milk of one cent, and 
the establishment of a store dllter- 
tlal of cents a quart as compared 
with a wagon delivery of 10 cents a 
quar't. Class 1 sales are expected to 
increase with the drop In price be- 
ing Immediately effective, and with 
the schools opening and cuBtomers r&* 
turning from vacations.

The exhaust 
of a car. even one in good running condition, contains 
a concentration of fifteen per cent of it. As little as two 
per cent in the air will poison, and four per cent will kill. 
Statistics show, according to the National Bureau of 
Casualty and Surety Underwriters, that carbon monoxide 
from auto exhaust gasscs is the direct cause given in at 
least 700 deaths annually. No one knows nor can guess 
how many lives are lost indirectly through its inQucncc. 
For example, there is no telling how often that common 
driving occurrence, "sleep at the wheel." has bocn in- 
duced by carbon monoxide. 

All motorists arc familiar with the headache and 
lassitude which often come upon them while* driving. 
These signs, coupled with the odors of exhaust fumes in 
a moving veiiicic, arc final warnings ihut carbon mon- 



FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 
In about a month, Fire Prevention Week will be 
observed again. Starting on October 6, the week Will 
run through tlie a 2th. 

The week is usually inaugurated by Presidential 
proclamation. Governors of states and mayors of cit- 
ies follow suit. Eire marshals, fire departments, insur- 
ance organizations and other public and private group* 
cooperate in seeking to spread the ABC's of fire prcvcn- 
tion and control to the general public— whicli has most 
at stake, and which must accept the responsibility for 
almost every fire, large or small, that occurs. 

During the week every citizen will have a chance 
"to learn, easily, thoroughly and "painlessly,*' the simple 
lessons that will enable him to keep his home and othc' 
property safe from fire. He will be sold of the men- 
ace of old and improperly-done wiring. He will learn 
the need for periodic inspections of his heating plant— 
ofte of the most prolific sources of fire. He will be 
shown the vital necessity of fire-resistant building, and 
of modern municipal building codes. He will hear ol 
the tragic school, hospital and other major fires which 
have destroyed thousands of lives, and property valued 
at millions, which were absolutely unnecessary. 

To learn this, the citizen will have to contribute a 
little of his time. He will have to look at exhibits 
read editorials, news reports and pamphlets. He will 
have to listen to a radio address or two. He wdl have 
to keep hU mind open and his memory awake— a lesson 
that is not retained is obviously useless. , .„ 

In return for this small expenditure of time, he will 
receive knowledge that may be the means of saving 
his property from destruction and his loved ones from 
violent and horrible deaths. Is it worth it to you?

Will Rogers, by his native ability and thrift, left 
an estate valued at between two and one-half and fire 
million dollars.

On the. savings and wealth-destroying path wc are 
traveling, there is less and less incentive for American 
citizens to exercise their initiative and ingenuity as in 
the past on projects which create employment and pros- 
perity. If they arc successful, their property will be 
largely taken away from them through taxation. If 
they fail, that's just too bad— the tax collector does 
not share in the loss.

FIND NEW RACE OF 
PYGMIES IN ANNAM 

Tiny Couple Capturecl in Re- 
mote Section of A»Ir< 

Paris.— A race of pygmies hos been 
discovered In monntnlnous Annnm hin- 
terland of Boulhcnstorn Asia, hitherto 
believed unlnbablteiL 

A tiny man and woman were cap- 
tured by natives nnd taken to Hue, 
government scat of tho Qunng Binh 
province. Administrator Pierrot of 
province In tho French protectorato 
reported. They ore being nursed to 
health from malnutrition. 

Tho discovery vorinod Pierrot's long 
suspicion that o race of tiny people 
lived back up In the mountains which 
few of the suptrstltlous natives have 

visited. 

Typhoons that wrought much dam- 
age through tho region gave Pierrot 
the first suggeBiion of the aboriginal 
race. While on • nn expedition 
through the stricken area Pierrot 
thought he wiw n pygmy clinging to n 
log being carried down a river. He 
was unable to reach the log to sove 
the small man. If there was one. but 
the administrator began asking natives 
if thoy bad seen any pygmies. 

Pierrot found n few vlllngera who 
snid thoy had seen dwarfish peopi? 
occasionally, so timid nnd elusive that 
natives never could catch up with 
them. 

Later the pygmy man and woman 
were captured and brought here. Dtic- 
tor Trchout. director of tlio French 
hospital. recognUod them as belonging 
to a race closely akin to tho African 
pygmies. 

Tho French School of the Extreme 
Orient has been notified of tho find 
and has begun nn Intensive study to 
determine the origin of this curioiii* 
race.

Tho pyra- 
mid bears In Iloraan numerals tho year 
of the Declaration of Indopendenco, 
17T0. Abovo tho eye Is the Lnttn motto 
"Atmult Cooptls," ronilered as "He 
(Qod) was favoriible to our undortak- 
lags." The motto at tho bottom Is 
'•'Novus Ordo Secloruui" and Is trans- 
lated OS "A New Order of the Ages," 
Tho eye and triangular glory symbolize 
•D all-sccing Deity. 

The pyramid Is the symbol of 
■trengtb and Its unllnlshed condition 
.^denotes the belief of the designers of 
the-Great Seal that there was still 
work to bo dune. Roth the mottoes on 
the reverse of tho seal are condensa- 
tions of excerpts fruniVlrgU's AadvM. 

The first committee on tho Great 
Seal was formed un the nfternooD of 
July 4, 1770, and consisted of nenja* 
min Franklin, Thomas JcfTcrson and 
Jobn Adams. Tho Great Seal as finally 
adopted was largely the work of 
Oharlcs Thomson, secretary of con- 
fess, and William Barton, a private 
dtUcn of I'hiladclphlu. The design 
was oinclally adopted on June 20, 1782, 
by fundamental law. Tho Great Seal 
was again rnlinod after the Constitu- 
tion was ailoptcd In liSO, 

Increased Air Mail Use 

Due to Cut in Postage 

Chicago. — Ilecord air mall loads arc 
being transported by United Air lines, 
which flow (£18 tons In the last three 
months contrasted with 422 tons In the 
same period of 1D34, i'rosldent W. A. 
Patterson announced. A ton Is equiv- 
alent to 00.000 pieces of mall, a total 
of 38,250,000 letters and packages car- 
ried by United la the past tlirco 
months. The Increased mall loads, 
however, do not mean Increased Income 
for United, which Is paid on a pc^mIle 
basis rather than on a poundage basis. 

The Increase Is attributed largely to 
reduction of air mall postage to cents 
AD ounce and faster schedules, Includ- 
ing overnight movement of mall from 
the Atlantic seaboard. Great Lakes and 
Middle West points to every city of 
100,000 population In California, Ore- 
gon and Washington following Unltcd'a 
recent schedule chnnges.
